The first poin t is of im ­ 
portan ce as shelvin g that m ixin g cotton seed 
with the feed of cows in the Sou th will ten d 
to raise the meltin g poin t of bu tter, thu s 
ren d erin g it more su itable for con su mption in 
hot climates. 
Professor W iley savs; “ From an an alytical 
poiu t of view the resu lts arc of great im port­ 
an ce, sin ce they show that a bu tter d erived 
from a cow fed on cottoo seed meal m ight be 
con d emn ed as ad u lterated when ju d ged by 
the amou n t of volatile acid s presen t. 
Sin ce 
cotton seed meal is d estin ed to be a cattle 
food of great im portan ce, especially in the 
sou thern part of the Un ited States, this is a 
fact of the greatest in terest to an alysts an d 
d ealers.

B U T T E R FRO M C O T T O N S E E D MEAL. 
W hat an A nalysis Made by the A gricul­ 
tural D epartm ent Shows. 
By Telegraph to The Freeman. 
W ash in gton , May 4.—The Agricultural 
Department has been making an analysis of 
butter from cows fed on cotton seed meal 
which produces unlooked for results. The 
analysis showed, first, a low percentage of 
volatile acids; second, a phenomenally high 
melting point; third, a strong persistence of 
the reducing agent. The first point is of im­ 
portance as shdAving that mixing cotton seed 
with the feed of cows in the South will tend 
to raise the melting point of butter, thus 
rendering it more suitable for consumption in 
hot climates. 
Professor Wiley says: “From an analytical 
point of view the results are of great import­ 
ance, siuce they show that a butler derived 
from a cow fed on cottoa seed meal might be 
condemned as adulterated when judged by 
the amouul of volatile ucids present. Siuce 
cotton seed meal is destined to be a cattle 
food of great importance, especially in the 
southern part of the United States, this is a 
fact of the greatest interest to analysts and 
dealers.

W e learn from the Utica Ob server that the

noise 864 day s of the y ear, but on the T ues­ 
day succeeding the first M onday in N ovem ­ 
ber they ap p ear to take a day off—at any rate 
they don’t count. 
Hut here is the p resentation of the situa­ 
tion in Massachusetts by this 
im m aculate 
League, as ap p ears in the rep ort of the Sec­ 
retary :

tion has y et to be sy stem atically ea rn e d on. 
Most 
of those w ho vote y ear after y ear for p rotection do 
so because they are ill-informed. 
A fter th eir ey es 
Itave been op ened we shall h tve th eir sup p ort. 
But 
the work of instruction p rogresses m uch m o rs easily 
in the tow ns and villages than in the country . 
To 
gain v otes in the country there m ust be- steady and 
p rolonged effort rm the p art of w riters and sp eakers, 
frequent p ublic meetings, m any docum ents and p er­ 
sonal visits. 


It will surp rise the farm ers of M assachu­ 
setts as m uch as it has those of New Y ork to 
learn that they are rated as the “ ignorant 
classes” to whom the educational p rocess has 
been ap p lied with no effect, while the “ in­ 
dustrial clas.se ,” 
meaning 
the 
m ass of 
foreign ignorance that is congesting our great 
cities and filling them with p aup ers and crim ­ 
inals, have shown quick intelligence and en­ 
couraging docility . 
The assertion is a slan­ 
der up on our real industrial classes, w ho stood 
by the p rotectiv e p rincip le m anfully in all 
of the m anufacturing centres of this state, 
us the returns of the election show. 
W e have 
selected a few towns and citiesof the sm aller 
class, whose p op ulation is engaged almost 
ex clusively in m anufacturing, in order to 
show that the real industrial classes in this 
state were not caught by the free trade flap ­ 
doodle. 
T he full votes of the several p laces 
named in 1888 and 1884 are com p ared:

THE EDUCATIONAL CAMPAIGN. 


We learn from the Utica Obtener that the 
work of educating the people in the beauti­ 
ful philosophy of free trade is to he continued 
by the IXmocratic party. 
This is good news 
to every Republican, and we cau only en- 
tieat that our Democratic friends proceed to 
‘•lay it on.” It the party has not yet received 
enough of the discipline of defeat, it is plan­ 
ning for an abundant and convincing lesson. 
The Obtener interests usiu the proceedings 
of the recent m e d ir? of the Massachusetts 
Tariff Reform League, which said some 
things piofoundly wise on the subject -that 
called it together. 
W e think, bov/ever, that 
if the “ reform er” will compare the number 
of voters at that meeting with the number 
that are required to carry Massachusetts he 
will experience a hollow and empty feeling 
in regard to its importance. 
Twenty-five 
political 
dudes, 
whose 
brains 
are 
in their clothes, do not command the will of 
the masses in the Old Bay State. 
As a mu. 
tual adm iration society they can get very 
happy, and their resolutions, prefaced with a 
“ W e the P eople” may be pronounced as 
sonorous’y as if their audience were a million 
men with votes. 
They make an im in e n sr 
noise 1564 days of the year, but on the Tues­ 
day succeeding the first Monday in Novem 
her they appear to take a day off—at any rate 
they don’t count. 
But here is the presentation of the situa­ 
tion in Massachusetts by this 
immaculate 
League, as appears iu the report of the Sec­ 
retary : 


While the field of labor is coextensive with the 
state, the farm ing communities need the most a t­ 
tention. In the industrial centres of M assachusetts 
the extrem e protectionists have lost tbeir hold for 
evtr. There is nothing in the results of the last 
campaign to encourage fresh attem pts to hum bug 
the men in the shops and factories by the shout that 
high tariff taxes on all sorts of aiticfes of consum p­ 
tion. w hether the raw m aterials of m anufactures or 
the finished products, make high wages. 
Among 
the farm ers, on the other hand, the work of educa­ 
tion has yet to lie system atically carried on. 
Most 
of those who vote year after year for protection do 
so because they are ill-informed. 
After tbelr eyes 
have been opened we shall h ive their support. 
But 
the work of instruction progresses m uch m ors easily 
in the towns and villages than in the country. To 
gain votes in the country there must be steady and 
prolonged effort rm the part of w riters and speakers, 
frequent public meetiugs. many docum ents and per­ 
sonal visits. 
It will surprise the farmers of Massuchu 
setts as much as it has those of New York to 
learn that they are rated as the “ ignorant 
classes” to whom the educational process has 
been applied with no effect, while the “ in 
dustrial classe ,” 
meaning 
the 
mass of 
foreign ignorance that is congesting our great 
cities and filling them with paupers and crim ­ 
inals, have shown quick intelligence and en­ 
couraging docility. 
The assertion is a slan­ 
der upon our real industrial classes, who stood 
by the protective principle manfully in all 
of the m anufacturing centres of this state, 
as the returns of the election show. 
W e have 
selected a few towns and cities of the smaller 
class, whose jiopulation is engaged almost 
exclusively in manufacturing, in order to 
show that the real industrial classes in this 
state were not caught by the free trade flap­ 
doodle.

in the process of extracting the oil. 
One ton 
of twig s yields just three pounds of oil, and 
it took nearly 53 tous of twig s to yield tlie 10 
g allons. This oil is used in g iv ing the winter- 
g reen flav or to confections of all kinds.

8UMMON8 SERVED. 
The Mayor staled that a summons had 
been served upon him in a suit brought by 
Albert Burr for damages before C. F. Brill, 
Justice of the Peace. 
On motion of Alderman North it was re­ 
ferred to the Corporation Counsel. 
COMMUNICATION READ. 
A communication from Rescue Hook and 
Ladder Company was read. It stated that 
the Company was entitled to one half of the 
Abeel-street engine house after the improve­ 
ments and addition had been made, and that 
members had been told they will receive only 
one-third of the building. The organization 
asked the Common Council to see that the 
building is equally divided. 
On motion of Alderman Dolson the com­ 
munication was laid on the table. 
BILLS AGAINST TIIE CITY. 
Bills against the City were read. Among 
them was one from Mrs. Cecelia B. O’Beilly, 
asking that $90 be paid her for 30 trees that 
bad been cut down and removed from the 
City Hall grounds by the late Mayor Nelson 
Stephens, for the reason that by the provis­ 
ions in tlie deed conveying the lot to the City 
the trees were to belong to John and C. B. 
O’Reilly. 
The matter was referred to the Corporalion 
Counsel, and the other bills were referred to 
the Auditing Committee. 
SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 
The special assessments for grading and 
paving Chcster-street, for constructing sewers 
011 Union street and on Union avenue and ad­ 
jacent streets were read. No objection being 
made the matter was laid over until the next 
regular meeting. 
ROUTINE BUSINESS. 
On motion of Alderman Kraft, tax war­ 
rants in the hands of the City Collector were 
renewed 30 days. 
On motion of Alderman Wieber, Desmond 
Brothers & McKeon were given permission to 
place building material on the street in front 
of the Abeel-street engine house. 
Alderman Kraft moved that the heirs of F. 
S. W ynkooD be given-the privilege of placing 
a temporary cess pool in frout of their build­ 
ing on Wail street. Carried. 
Alderman Wieber moved that the Street 
Suocrintendent lie directed to scrape Ilolmes- 
street between Union-avenue and Hone-street, 
remove the mud and top-dress with broken 
stone. 
Alderman Murray moved that in view of 
the present depleted state of the City treas­ 
ury, and moneys which must yet be paid out 
for ordinary running expenses of ihe City, 
and on account of contracts already entered 
into or authorized, 110 water hydrants be lo­ 
cated during Ihe present fiscal year with the 
exception of those asked for or recommended 
up to Ihe last meeting. 
Alderman Thompson—“That is a good 
idea.” 
Alderman Wieber—“ We have about thrce- 
fourlbs of a year yet ahead cf us and some 
improvements may be required by others and 
to choke off those is not fair or just.”

Oil of Black Biroli. 
[From on Exchange.] 
Recenlly there were sent from Norwich to 
New-York, fivetwo-gallon tin cans tilled with 
oil of black birch, which was manufactured 
in Bozrah by John Miner. It is worth $80 a 
gallon, and the five cans contained 158 
pounds of oil, valued at $800. or a little over 
$5 a pound. Black birch trees do not yield 
oil as the maple trees run sap. There is 
work in getting the tender twigs, and labor 
in the process of extracting the oil. One ton 
of twigs yields just three pounds of oil, and 
it took nearly 53 tons of twigs to yield the 10 
gallons. This oil is used in giving tiie winter- 
greeu flavor to confections of all kinds.

B o sto n, May 4 .—The Herald has a three- 
column cable dispatch from Puris on the fail 
ure of the Copper Conference. The amount 
of copper held for money advanced to the 
syndicate amounts to 175,000 tons, 150,000 
tons of which is in Paris and the balance in 
London. The Paris holders are the Bank of 
France, which has 60,000 tons and the Roths­ 
childs 40,000 tons. Baring Brothers are the 
largest English holders. The Rip Tinto Com­ 
pany insisted that the American mines should 
send only 20 per cent, of their surplus copper 
to Europe, a proposition that Colonel Liver­ 
more, representing the Calumet and Heclu 
Company, would not agree to.

The American Committee have left Paris in 
disgust and by the time this message is printed 
copper will be put on the open market and 
be sold for what it will bring.” 


ASSAULTED W ITH A BARBER’S RAZOR. 
School Superintendent in In-liana Danger­ 
ously W ounded Lust Night.

E v a n s v il l e, Ind., May 4 .—Professor A. 
S. Layne, Superintendent of Public Schools, 
was seriously, if not, dangerously, injured in 
the barber shop of the St. George Hotel, last 
night, by Charles Jones, a colored barber, 
who suddenly made an attack on him from 
behind. He rushed upon the Professor 
with an open razor, but was knocked 
down by another barber. The Profes­

Governm ent M o n e y that w -is Paid a Fam ily 
U nlaw fully for Years.

May 4.—Jacob Little, a Union 
soldier, died in Andersonville Prison, and in 
1871 his widow was awarded a pension of 
$36 a month. She married a man named 
Barnes and died in 1872. Barnes took Iris
